In the Progressive Farmer for March the dean of kudzu 
professional workers writes interestingly of the propaga- 
tion of kudzu by seed. R. Y. Bailey, known for his early 
experiments (1917-18-19) as Kudzu Bailey, suggests it is 
easier and more productive to plant from seed than from

excess plants can be used to 
plant other fields and that one 
plant for each five feet of row 
will be ample.

T. PETERSBURG, Fla.—There’s a bluebird singing on base- 
ball's cedar post this Spring. By which we mean that in a series 
of entertainment slumps and crashes, the old game faces a record 
year at the turnstiles. . ee 

Almost every other form of entertaining for the restless human 
soul has taken a dive, big or little, except Florida racing and base- 
ball. Miami turned out 25,000 cash customers-for its first two 
pa gs and every hamlet or city in the Citrus Circuit has shown the 

average attendance ever recorded. 


They have cracked records at St. Petersburg, Tampa, 
Sarasota and practically all other spots from coast to coast. 
As these attendance figures include a large number of North- 
ern and Midwestern tourists soaking up all the sunshine in 
sight, it indicates a nation-wide interest in the game. Re- 
ports from the Pacific Coast indicate the same general public 
trend in the direction of the home run and double, plus the 
error and the bases on balls. 


The 1948 season set a new big-league attendance record. Last 
year the total was close to the 1948 record-breaking figure. If 
there is any sort of close race, 1950 should teach or pass 22,000,000 
and thereby keep the baliplayer collecting his share of the swag. 

Whether Ted Williams is- actually getting $125,000 or Joe Di- 
Maggio $100,000 is doubted by more than a few big-league club 
owners—and they ought to know. 


But the stars are drawing far more pay than 
Stars Earn More they ever drew before, which has oh base- 
ball a profession worth following for those with fast legs, strong 
arms and a healthy batting eye. The club owners are taking in 
enough at the gate to pay a pretty fair ballplayer from $10,000 to 
$15,000, which is more than Wagner, Lajoie, Matty, Jackson or Ed 
Walsh ever drew in their historic primes. 

For example, last year, Chicago’s Cubs and Pittsburgh's 
Pirates each drew over 1,000,000 with two teams that seldom 
exuded the fragrant scent of rosebuds. A comfortable ball. 
park was the main Cub lure and Ralph Kiner added to the 
Pirate attendance. 

The only team that had a melancholy year was the St. Louis 
Browns, and they have grown accustomed to the morbid things of 
life by now. There was a day.when a team had to finish 1-2-3 to

The populace at large either wants a 
winner, a near-winnér or 4 star. If they can’t get a 1-2-3 
team they want a Ted Williams, Joe DiMaggio, Stan Musial, 
Country Slaughter, Ralph Kiner or someone of higher-than-

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Is a Vote Too Much To Ask? 


It would be difficult to overestimate 
the importance to the South of the pro- 
posed Lodge amendment to the Constitu- 
tion. 

Briefly, this amendment, which already 
has passed the Senate, would abolish the 
electoral college and provide for division 
of each State’s electoral vote in accordance 
with the popular vote. 

Under the present system all of a 
State’s electoral votes go to the majority 
winner. This has had the effect of placing 
in the hands of small minorities political 
power far in excess of that -justified by 
their numbers. A few hundred votes in a 
pivotal State like New York, Ohio or 
Pennsylvania may swing a national ‘elec- 
tion. For that reason candidates of both 
parties pay undue heed to the demands of 
minorities at the expense of the remainder 
of the population. 

The Lodge amendment would eliminate 
that obvious injustice, curtailing the power 
of minorities in keeping with their actual 
strength. 

Every: thinking persons admits readily 
that the South is sorely in need of two 
strong parties. Because of the fact that a 
preponderant majority of Southerners vote 
the Democratic ticket, the Republican 
Party has made little effort to break up 
the socalled Solid South. Republicans can- 
not make headway in the South under the 
present winner-take-all system. But if the 


Party were assured of electoral votes in 
proportion to the popular vote, it would 
have an incentive to campaign more 
strongly. 

The South in the past has been neg- 
lected by the Democratic Party because 
its vote was assured anyway. It has been 
neglected by the Republicans because they 
did not have a chance. 

The Lodge amendment would bring 
back competition for Southern votes. It 
would do much to restore the region’s one- 
time political power. 

Through a coalition of ultra-conserva- 
tive Republicans, who erroneously fear the 
Lodge amendment would ill affect their 
Party, and leftwing Democrats, who want 
to retain exorbitant prerogatives for mi- 
norities, the Lodge proposal has been bot- 
tled up in the House Rules Committee. It 
is only fair to note that some of the Demo- 
crats in the coalition have been the se- 
verest critics of similar Committee moves 
involving bills they wanted to get on the 
floor. 

Georgia’s Rep. Eugene Cox thinks it 
may be possible to reverse the earlier vote 
and bring the Lodge plan to the floor of 
the House for action. That is all its pro- 
ponents ask. We believe the complete fair- 
ness of the measure will insure its pas- 
sage. Is it too much to ask that the Con- 
gress, and the States, be allowed to vote 
on it? 


Moscow Is Tightening Up 


While peace rumors are floating out 
one side of the Kremlin another side is 
engaged in the grim business of tighten- 
ing up control over the satellites. 

One instance is in Czechoslovakia, 
where Vlado Clementis was replaced as 
Foreign Minister by a tough, Kremlin- 
trained underground fighter named Viliam 
Siroky. Clementis was accused of a “West- 
ern taint.” 

That is part of a process that is going 
on throughout the Communist empire. 


Reorganization Troubles 


Of the 21 reorganization plans Presi- 
dent Truman has submitted to Congress 
the two that are most likely to stir up 
trouble are the proposals to abolish the 
Maritime Commission and the office of 
General Counsel of the National Labor 
Relations Board. 


In the case of the Maritime Commis- 
sion, its functions simply would be trans- 
ferred to a similar board under jurisdic- 
tion of the Commerce Department. It no 
longer would be an independent agency, 
but its activities would not be curtailed. 


Nevertheless, there will be heated ob- 
jection from shipping interests that fear 
any change might imperil the handling of 
matters vital to them. 

The matter of the General Counsel of 
the National Labor Relations Board is not

quite so simple. This post was. created in 
order to relieve the NLRB of the duty of 
acting as prosecutor, judge and jury. To 
abolish the office now would re-endow 
the NLRB with those very powers. We 
don’t think that would be healthy. 

- The Hoover Commission was wary of 
this proposal and made no firm recom- 
mendations. 

It is true, as. President Truman says, 
that the division of powers between the 
General Counsel and the Board has cre- 
ated confusion. But it seems to us that 
much of that confusion is due to failure of 
the law rather than to the principle in- 
volved. Certainly the judicial powers of 
the Board ought ‘to remain separate from 
the prosecuting agency. 

Certain changes in the law would pro- 
vide a more effective solution. 


Is Hoover VA Plan Outdated? 


The writer is National Commander of the American Legion 
INDIANAPOLIS, Ind.—The basic controversy between the American Legion and the Hoover Com- 
mission over the recommendations on veterans’ affairs revolves about a mathematical formula for 
economy. Both groups are sincerely interested in reducing the costs of government. The disagreement 
is as to method. The American Legion has long experience on its side. The Hoover Commission 


ignores the lessons of the past with respect to veteran affairs. 


The Commission has recommended savings in 
the costs of handling the affairs of the nation’s 
19,000,000 veterans through a process of addition, 
multiplication and division. It wants to create 
vast new Federal bureaus and Government cor- 
porations ,to require two agencies to perform 
functions now carried on by one and to divide 
the principle of single responsibility. 


The American Legion contends that costs 
can be cut only through a process of sub- 
traction to be achieved through increased 
efficiency. That means performing the same 
functions with a lesser expenditure of time, 
labor and money. 


Examination of legislation already introduced 
to carry out the Hoover Commission proposais 
discloses that the dismemberment of the VA into 
five separate Federal agencies, two of them new 
and experimental, would be real. It proposes the 
actual transfer of functions and operations. The 
American Legion asserts that splitting up of the 
VA into a united medical administration, an in- 
surance corporation, a Department of the In- 
terior construction service, a division of the 
Housing and Home Finance Agency and a bene- 
fits service would be grossly uneconomic, leading 
to vast duplication of records and efforts and to 
a conflict of authority with resulting waste and 
increased costs. 

The VA is today the sole holder of the master 
records of 19,000,000 veterans. If its functions 
are to be parceled out among five other agencies 
—but the VA is to remain as a benefits service— 
it would involve multiplication of records for the 
four new agencies. It would perhaps quadruple 
the paper work on every future Government 
operation involving a veteran. 

The American Legion holds that every objec- 
tive of economy can be-accomplished through re- 
forms within the existing structure of the VA 
without sacrificing the vital principle of single 


responsibility. Divided authority is divided §re- 
sponsibility. Divided responsibility is no réspon- 
sibilty at all! 

The American Legion is perhaps the VA’s 
severest critic. But our criticism has always 
been constructive. We maintain a special staff 
of field secretaries to visit all VA hospitals and 
regional offices periodically. Our National and 
State officials and thousands of our service offi- 
cers also make visits. Our field secretaries alone 
have made some 20,000 visits to various installa- 
tions since the creation of the VA. Out of each 
visit came a report with recommendations. 

An important factor in the Hoover recom- 
mendations on veteran affairs has been over- 
looked by -those who urge blind acceptance of 
them without further consideration and study: 


The statistics which the task forces com- 
piled and on which the Hoover Commission 
based its recommendations are completely 
out of date. They are compiled on conditions 
which existed in 1947 and early in 1948. 
They have never been brought up to date! 
The VA has made greater strides since 1947. 
While it is far from perfect, records show 
continued improvement in its operations 
under the present Administrator, appointed 
only two years ago. 


During the war there were many temporary 
Army, Navy and Air Force general hospitals for 
the emergency care of battle casualties. Many 
of these temporary structures have been dis- 
mantled. Yet thousands of hospital beds that no 
longer exist still figure in the Hoover report! 
They are being cited every day as proofs sup- 
porting the Commission’s proposal for the crea- 
tion of a vast new united medical administration. 
_ The American Legion is up to date on its 
information of veteran affairs! We shall continue 
to tell our story confident of final vindication 
before the bar of public opinion.

School foundations are ancient stones on which once stood a 
Synagogue. Excavations have uncovered the site of an old city. 
It may have been the original city of Israel, old when John the 
Baptist was born here. 

In another, 
boys worked making furniture. Girls were working in vegetable 
and flower gardens. Others, small ones of about 12, were carrying 
the repaired iron cots from a shop where older boys and supervisors 
worked. On a playground an older girl, a leader, taught dancing. 
It is too bad that institutions always have to have an air of “‘in- 
stitutionalism.” It is perhaps inevitable. This one was pleasant, 
well run and clean. The children looked happy and healthy. 

In a sense it was_a remarkable scene. There were children 
playing there from 18 countries. None had been in Israel more 
than nine months. 

“The children learn Hebrew rapidly,” said a young Czech girl 
who showed me about. “The old persons who come cling to old 
ways. The young ones change old ideas for new as they learn to 
put on clean, fresh clothes.”

Children are alike the 
world over. I asked permission and bought it for him, thinking 
of a small boy about his size in America who also likes choco- 
late and who howls when he sees it and it is denied. His tears 
a afd he thanked me with the chocolate already far in his 
mouth. 

A heavily laden donkey went by. Over it all there was the 
sound of children at play, of conversation in the streets, and the 
sea air, spicy, acrid smell of the Middle East. It did not smell 
like an Arab village and there were refuse cans along the streets 
which the people used. 

“Ein” means fountain or spring, and “Karem” means vineyard— 
Fountain of the Vineyard. Many of the names are picturesque. 
Why? One asks why the Arabs fled. They fled from new 

* Jerusalem to the old. They fled from Tel-Aviv and from 
Haifa, but not from Nazareth. Nor did they go from Abu Ghosh, 
a village near Jerusalem, or from several others. 

The deserted villages have been occupied by new immigrants. 
There is no telling exactly why the Arabs departed. Their “Mufti” 
or chief Moslem priest asked them to on radio. They never had 
much leadership. Most of them went. But a fourth remained. 
They have fared well. They are full citizens. They serve in the 
army. They are seen in the shops and cafes of Jerusalem. Those 
who remained look satisfied and content. Their head men who 
told them to remain have gained great face. The Israeli Arab al- 
ways had the highest standard of living in the Middle East. It is 
even more true today. But in the villages they left there are no 
signs remaining to say they were ever there.

‘Hugger-Mugger in Automat 


As a burglaree, I’ve been doing a considerable amount of hang- 
ing around police stations lately, and I’ve made a highly edifying 
discovery—the average New York detective is plenty smart and, 
considering how few of them there are, gets plenty of results. 

To give you an idea of what the ordinary cop can do once he 
gets going, let me tell you the classic story of Detective Patty Mac- 
Veigh and how he solved the case usually referred to as “Hugger- 
Mugger in the Automat.” 


Case One morning in August, 1933, two people died suddenly 
and within a few minutes of each other in the nickel-in- 
the-slot restaurant at Broadway and 104th Street. One, a dowdy 
old dame named Lillian Rosenfeld, keeled over in the restaurant’s 
mezzanine, and the other, a middle-aged garageman named Harry 
Jellinek, was found outside the little boys’ room in the basement. 
The coroner certified that both deaths were caused by a powerful 
dose of cyanide of potassium. | 
Was it case of double murder? 

it murder and suicide? 

Detective Patty MacVeigh was handed this sizzling spud, and 
went about cooling it off not like a Sherlock Holmes but like an 
ordinary policeman. He started by questioning everyone in the 
neighborhoods where the victims had lived; inch-by-inched the 
tenement flats they had called their homes; jig-sawed together a 
lot of biographical bits and pieces, and came up with a solution so 
simple that no one connected with the case could imagine why it 
hadn’t been thought of right away. 


Was it double suicide? Or was 


J am Jellinek’s past was reconstructed easily enough. Starting 

as a helper in a garage, he had managed to save enough 
to buy his own business, and his garage had prospered until the 
depression hit it. When things got tough, he borrowed $150 from 
a bank, and when he couldn’t meet the note on July 1, he was 
threatened with foreclosure. 

Figuring he had nothing to live for, he purchased $3 worth of 
powdered cyanide and then, with his last nickel, bought himself a 
poppyseed roll at the Automat; He dug a hole in it, poured the 
power in, bit off as much as he could chew and headed for the 
men’s room. At the foot of the stairs he collapsed and died. 


Lillian So far, so clear. Next, MacVeigh went to work on Lil- 

lian Rosenfeld. She had been a harmless old bat who 
scavenged around junk heaps, and for 28 years had lived in a 
$7-a-month basement room which was filled with everything from 
old piano rolls to a rusty weather vane. 

From employees of the Automat, the detective learned that on 
several occasions the old dame had parked herself in the mezzanine 
where she could watch the tables on the main floor, and when 
someone left without finishing a meal, she would hurry down and 
eat the remains or scoop them into a paper bag. 

That finished the case. Obviously, the scavenger had seen Jelli- 
nek leave part of his roll and had popped the half-eaten bun into 
her mouth. | 

MacVeigh’s investigation uncovered an additional] irony. While 
sifting through the hodge-podge in Lillian’s room, he found six 
bankbooks which showed she had $45,000 stashed in various banks 
in Manhattan and New Jersey. The annual interest on her nest 
egg was $1,200, or eight times the amount Jellinek needed to save 
his garage and life.

Canal Tolls 


Editor Constitution: Almost all of the sea- 
borne exports from the Eastern half of the 
United States pass through ports on the Atlantic 
and Gulf Coasts. Thirteen and nine-tenths per- 
cent of the exports through Atlantic Coast ports 
and 20 percent through Gulf ports transit the 
Panama Canal. The industry and residents of 
your areas are therefore affected by Panama 
Canal toll charges. 

Although Government and military officials 
made strong statements at the time of the build- 
ing of the canal that one of the primary pur- 
poses for its construction was its value to the 
military establishment; and although subsequent 
events have proven its highly important mili- 
tary value, there has been no allowance therefor 
in Government accounting. In addition, Govern- 
ment ships have been furnished free transits of 
a value of about $64,000,000. Panama Canal 
tolls assessed against commercial merchant ves- 
sels are therefore excessive to this extent, and 
are set at rates which cover in addition items 
of expense for military and civil Government 
functions at the Canal Zone. 

Government accounting carries a charge of 
about $15,000,000 per year for “interest.” No 
“interest” (in fact, no toll) is charged by other 
United States Government-built canals which in 
the aggregate cost over two-thirds as much as 
the Panama Canal. 2 ee 

American shipping contends that elimination 
of interest (or return on capital) is the minimum 
contribution which can be equitably made in 
recognition of the canal’s military purpose and 
characteristics. Even if this were not so, it 
would be grossly unfair to include “interest” in 
toll charges against shipping, since it has been 
shown that the portion of the Government's in- 
vestment in the canal found (at the direction 
of the Secretary of War in 1921) to be non- 
defense capital has been fully amortized out of 
tolls and other revenues since the opening of

In Georgia it is the instrumentality by which

machine in Georgia. It is reported that Dixiecrat 
elements elsewhere are interested in it as a 
possible technique that might be used to strength- 
en their hold through the control which it gives 
the rural districts that are less progressive than 
the cities and where, as experience has demon- 
strated, it is easier to intimidate Negroes and 
keep them from the polls. Georgia is the only 
State in the country that now uses this device. 
Progressive political forces in Georgia are 
pushing the appeal challenging the law to the 
Supreme Court here after their defeat in the 
lower court. The case was brought on behalf of 
two citizens of Atlanta, the capital, which offers 
the most glaring case of voter discrimination 
under the system. Under it, counties are allotted 
two, four and six votes, according to size, in 
primary elections for Statewide office. The pri- 
mary is the decisive election in the one-party 
South. 
In his final political venture in Georgia, Gene 
Talmadge was nominated Governor with a minor- 
ity popular vote because of the county unit basis 
of calculation, which was the first time it had 
happened in the case of a gubernatorial candidate 
~— though the wrong time. He died before he 
could take office. Likewise, Helen Douglas Man- 


kin, who was in the House of Representatives 
here, was defeated for re-election in the Fifth 
District, in which Atlanta is located, through the

The appeal in the present case is being pushed 
in order to get a decision from the Supreme 
Court before the primary election. It seeks a 
prior injunction against the Georgia Democratic 
Party, its Executive Committee and officérs and 
the Secretary of State to prevent the last named 
from certifying the election of any candidate on 
the county unit basis. It contends the system 
violates the Fourteenth Amendment of the Con- 
stitution and the Seventeenth Amendment affect- 
ing direct election of Senators. 


Governor Talmadge is alert te this situa- 
tion. The State Democratic. Committee, 
which he controls, has advanced the primary 
election from September, when f is tradi- 
tionally held, to June 28, which has been chal- 
lenged. In the effort to entrench himself, he 
put through the legislature a constitutional 
amendment to extend the county unit system 
also to general elections to thwart any possi- 
ble opposition there, such.as has occasionally 
been threatened in the past, which is to be 
voted on in the November general election. 


This is one among various moves to consoli- 
date his power. Another is the law he put 
through in 1949 requiring re-registration of every 
voter in the State. The date for closing of regis- 
tration was extended by the Legislature this year 
for two more years.

When 
a Brazilian coffee man wants some coffee himself, where do you think he buys 


it? In New York, of course. 


It’s cheaper there by about 15 cents a pound than 


it is in Rio. And I don’t suppose a bride could make a cup of coffee any mud- 


dier than the economics of the coffee trade. 


“Just doesn’t make sense,” moaned Sen. Guy M. Gil- 


lette, Democrat, Iowa, Chairman of the Senate Agriculture Subcommittee that has been investigating 
the high price of this bargain coffee these many months. 


The longer the Senator delves into this wack- 
iest of international businesses and the more he 
learns about Santos hard coffees and strictly soft 
dittos the more confused he gets. Sometimes I 
wonder why he bothers. He doesn’t drink the 
stuff with caffeine in it, himself; his favorite 
tipple is milk. From Iowa cows. 


So there was the Senator announcing that 
his beverage detectives learned the 
Brazilians have been doing a land-office busi- 
ness lately buying up their own coffee on the 
New York Coffee and Sugar Exchange. Why? 


Leon Israel, Jr.. who owns one corporation 
which grows coffee in Brazil and another which 
sells it in New York, smiled. That’s easy, he 
said. Brazilian coffee is cheaper in America than 
it is in Brazil. 

The white-haired Senator was so dumbfounded 
that he almost stuttered. “B-but that is absurd,” 
he said. 

The bald-headed coffee magnate, dapper in a 
well-cut suit of gray flannel and a cravat about 
the shade of a ripe coffee cherry, sail all he 
knew was that the Brazilians felt New York was 
the cheapest place in the world to buy coffee. 
Far cheaper, certainly, than Brazil. 

“Who is the poor sucker in Brazil who ships 
coffee to New York and sells it for less than he 
paid for it?” the Senator insisted. 

I thought there for a minute that Israel would 
identify himself as such a one, but he didn’t. He 


said merely that the low prices in New York 
had been holding down the size of the shipments 
lately. That flabbergasted the: Senator still fur- 
ther. He hasn’t been investigating low prices in 
New York. He’s been looking into high prices.. 
“The figures are very complicated,” inter- 
jected his counsel, Paul Hadlick. “Yes,” the Sena- 
tor said, “but how do you account for coffée cost- 
ing more in Brazil than here?” : 
Israel said the answer to that was simple, too. 
The Brazilians feel that coffee prices will stay 
high longer than the American trade believes. 
So, all right. If everybody is properly confused, 
like the Senator and me, we'll consider Jeon 
Israel Agricola y Exportadora, S. A., the Brazil- 
ion corporation which runs his coffee plantation. 


For the last three years now Israel has 
been planting more coffee trees, and the 
more he plants the more money he seems to 
lose. He now has 425,000 trees producing 
coffee and what he lost last year in Brazilian 
cruzeros was no laughing matter. 


He’s planting still more trees. He hopes soon 
to have half a million giving coffee cherries. 

“So you can lose more money?” inquired the 
Senator from Iowa. 

Israel said no, he hoped to get in the black 
this year. I hope so, too. Maybe he can sell his 
beans in Brazil instead of in New York, where 
his Leon Israel, Jr., Inc., can buy coffee cheaper 
than Leon Israel Agricola can grow it.

ATLANTA — (INS) — The ironical prospect looms today that 


President Truman eventually may be honored or otherwise in the 
South as the father of a bipartisan political system. 


Mr. Truman, heir to all that

hip pocket of his National Dem- 


ocratic Party. 

Forthcoming elections may de- 
termine significantly if Dixie is 
still where it was, politically 
speaking.

Issues, rather than personali- ° 


ties of candidates, are growing 
in importance. 


LINES DRAWN—A survey 
from Memphis to Miami and 
New Orleans to Norfolk indicates 
that Southerners feel stronger 
than ever that now is the time 
for all good men (and women) to 
come to the aid of their party— 
whether it be the National Dem- 
ocratic organization, the States’ 
Rights Democrats or Republi- 
cans. 


These opposing forces, which 
you may classify as liberals 
and conservatives, are closing 
the range for a titanic battle. 
The result can be an important 
guidepost to the future. 


It may determine, at last, how 
politically solid Dixie can be 
amfid cries to the contrary. On 
the other hand, it can prove 
that the 150-odd faithful follow- 
ers of Mr. Truman who rallied 
at Raleigh, N. C., last January

Nashville publisher Silliman 
Evans, while admitting he has 
genuine Republican friends, de- 
clared that no GOP adherent 
and much less any States’ Rights 
believer, is fit to hold public 
office.

The Washington chieftains 
of the Democratic party more 
recently declared that pro-Tru- 
man people will battle, county 
by county, to bring South Car- 
olina back from the grip of 
States’ Righters. The Palmet- 
to State Governor, J. Strom 
Thurmond, accepted the chal- 
lenge. 


Former Secretary of State 
James F. Byrnes, who seems cer- 
tain to succeed Thurmond as 
South Carolina’s chief execu- 
tive, has lashed Fair Deal policy 
from stem to stern. 


INTEREST STIRRED — The 
survey showed one thing can be 
said about. Mr. Truman, regard- 
less of whatever else may be 
thundered for or against the 
gentleman. : 


His Fair Deal administration 
has @roused such controversy 
in Dixie that political issues— 
Federal spending vs. economy, 
fair employment (FEPC) pro- 
posals and pro-labor legisla- 
tion vs. the status quo—have 
overshadowed the antics of 
candidates. 


Students of government and 
politics tell us that this, indeed, 
is good business. Once enthused 
by issues, more people exercise 
their right to vote. 

These same issues, however, 
are the vital seed that, in the 
opinion of observers, could bring 
about a two-party system «where 
only one major political view 
existed before. — 


TOP EVENTS ON TAP—The 
1950 election year brings signifi- 
cant-headline duels in Alabama, 
South Carolina and Florida. 

Reporters are unanimous in 
their bejief that this trio of 
“key” el€ctions will prove the 
strength of the States’ Rights 
factions. 


“Jimmy” Byrnes’ status as a 
States’ Rights leader is in doubt. 


The North Carolina Senate 
campaign is designed to show if 
the Tar Heel electorate, general- 
ly recognized as the South’s 
most liberal. voters in recent 
years, will continue in that path. 


ALABAMA — States’ Rights 
Leader Gessner T. McCorvey has 
said privately in Alabama that 
his faction may be weakened by 
a split vote in the first primary 
of the Governorship race. There 
are 15 candidates, six adhering 
to the established party, three 


avowed States’ Righters, the rest. 


noncommittal. 


Indications are that Law- 
rence McNeil, who opposes 
Sen. Lister Hill, will not get 
solid support from the States’ 
Righters. They admittedly are 
concentrating their efforts to 
retain control of the State 


Democratic Executive Com- 
mittee. 


Domination of the Committee 
enabled them to keep Mr. Tru- 
man’s name off the ballot in 1948 
——a move that can be i ted 
as a mandate of the people in 
so far as the voters chose States’ 
Righters as Committeemen rath- 
er than true-blue Truman 
porters. 


SOUTH CAROLINA—The sen- 
atorial feud between Governor 
Thurmond and Sen. Olin D. 
Johnston seems to hold the an- 
swer to the Fair Deals’s move 
against “party bolters,” as they 
call States’ Righters. The Gov- 
ernor ran against Mr. Truman 
in 1948. Senator Johnston re- 
mained generally steadfast in 
party ranks. 

One reporter explained, how- 
ever, that “Thurmond is losing 
ground every day he waits to 
throw his hat im the ring.” The 
Governor is expected to enter 
the race as soon as the current 
legislative session ends. 


FLORIDA—tThe liberal Sen. 
Claude Pepper is fighting for his 
political life in Florida, accord- 
ing to neutral observers. His 
campaign also seems to place 
the — Fair Deal program on 
trial. . 

Pepper’s opponent is a 36-year- 
old former Marine officer, Rep. 
George Smathers. 

Their campaign is hot and 
heavy, and apparently will bring 
out more voters on May 2 than 
any similar race in Florida his- 
tory. 

Pepper, the admitted liberal, 
advocates to varying degrees 
such things as a national health 
plan, deficit spending, FEPC and 
condemns the Taft-Hartley law. 
Smathers opposes him toe-to-toe 
on every issue, and appears cer- 
tain of winning the vote of Flor- 


ida States’ Righters. 


BYRNES—It is a foregone con- 
clusion that “Jimmy” Byrnes 
will be South Carolina’s next 
Governor, barring an unforeseen 
stroke of fate. 

The 71-year-old national polit- 
ical figure, while lashing the 
Truman administration from pil- 
lar to post, remains verbally loy- 
al to the old-line Democratic 
Party, which is to say he has not 
yet exactly indorsed a separate 
States’ Rights faction. 


The States’ Righters have 
tried to lure him as their lead- 
er. The Fair Dealers have their 
fingers crossed, hoping that 
Mr. Truman’s one-time “pal” 
will not be lured. 


Washington observers furnish 
the information, however, that 
political prophets in the capital 
think the ex-Secretary of State, 
one-time Supreme Court Justice 
and former “Assistant President” 
possibly could carry at least 10 
States away from Mr. Truman 
in the 1952 presidential election. 


HEADS HIDDEN—“In brief, 
the States’ Righters are hiding 
their heads in North Carolina,” 
according to the report from that 
State where Sen. Frank Graham, 
the liberal, faces Willis Smith, 
widely known attorney, and ex- 
Sen. Robert Reynolds. 


Reynolds has embraced the 
, States’ rights issue along with 
his traditional isolationism, 
but States’ Righters have not 
embraced him. Phillip Finn, 
the Hendersonville leader of 
Thurmond’s presidential cam- 
paign, has taken no hand in 
current affairs. — 


Indications are that Graham 
presently has an edge on Smith, 
and, meanwhile, senior Senator 
Clyde R. Hoey appears certain 
of victory.

Constitution Home Economics Editor 
Anyone who has ever eaten a crisp meringue shell filled 
with smooth vanilla ice cream and covered with crushed 
sweet strawberries will agree it is a dessert of the .gods. 
Oddly enough, it’s a he-man dessert as much as a ladies’ 
bridge dessert!

had trouble making meringue. 


EXPERIMENTAL COOKERY 
TESTS 

Meringue shells are not diffi- 
cult to make if you understand 
the hows and whys of making 
them. 

Much experimental cookery 
has been done and here are the 
results. 


1. Egg whites must be at room 
temperature because they whip 
more quickly and to greater 
volume. 

2. Salt is added to egg white 
as an aid in increasing foaming 
and stiffness. 

3. Acid increases the tender- 
ness of egg white. Vinegar is 
often used in making meringue 
but cream of tartar produces a 
more stable foam. 

4. Beat sugar into the egg 
whites after they have started to 
foam. Sugar must be added 
gradually. 

>. Crisp, tender meringues de- 
pend upon the baking.. They 
should really be dried in the 
oven instead of baked. The oven 
temperature must be low. Re- 


search shows best results are ob- 
tained when for the later part of 
the baking the meringues are 
left in the oven after the heat 
has been turned off. 


MERINGUE DESSERT SHELLS 


4egg whites 

“% teaspoon cream of tartar 
Ye teaspoon salt 

1 cup fine granulated sugar 
¥2 teaspoon vanilla 


Separate eggs about one hour 
before making meringues; leave 
whites in bowl at room tempera- 
tures. Heat oven to 275 degrees. 
Cover ungreased cookie sheet 
with brown wrapping paper. 
Beat egg whites with hand beat- 
er, adding cream of tartar and 
salt as it foams. When whites 
are stiff enough to stand in 
moist (not dry) peaks, slowly 
beat in sugar, about one table- 
spoon at a time. Add vanilla. 
Continue beating until all sugar 
is added and mixture is stiff and 
glossy. Shape with spoon in 
large mounds, about two inches 
apart, on paper-covered cookie 
sheets. Hollow out center of 
each meringue. Bake at 275 de- 
grees for 40 minutes, then turn 
off the heat and leave in the 
oven for one hour without open- 
ing the oven door at any time. 
Remove from oven and handle 
carefully when removing from 
the paper. Makes about 10 
meringues, 


These ‘shells may be filled 


with ice cream and serve with 
crushed fruit or sauce.
